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Technology still on line 


Override 
stands

Opponents of a $2 million technology 
project for the Andover schools gained 
two votes and an ounce of satisfaction, 
but no victory in Monday’s recount of the 
Question Two results from the May 17 
special election. 

Although the slim eight-vote margin of 
victory became thinner, dropping to six 
votes, the $2 million project was officially 
approved. 

Two votes originally counted as blanks 
by the mechanized data-route system

Elsie LaFrance 
is a WWII vet

Elsie LaFrance was a 21-year-old member 
of the U.S. Women’s Army Corps on a boat 
off the coast of Ireland 
headed for England on 
June 6, 1944, when the 
Allied invasion of 
France, D-Day, got 
under way.

Although he gives several rea- 
sons for pursuing the Lincoln 
position, the interest exhibited 
by the Lincoln system appeared 
to be paramount. 

“First of all they recruited me 
and they were very interested in 
me,” said Dr. McQuillan. 

“T think Mark is one of the top 
superintendents in the state. It 
doesn’t surprise me that Lincoln 
wants him,” said Mary Lyman, 
Andover School Committee 
member. “To be honest, the way 
his contract was voted, that 
made a strdéng statement.” 

In March, before current com- 
mittee member Lloyd Willey 
unseated Susan Jenkins, Dr. 
McQuillan received a new three- 
year contract by a vote of 3-1-1. 
Dick Muller, now chairman. of 
the committee, voted against the 
contract, and Susan Dalton 
passed. At the time both said 
their votes were not a reflection 
on Dr. McQuillan’s work, but 
represented dissatisfaction with 
the wording of the contract. 

Dr. McQuillan denied this

vote was a factor in his decision, 
but conceded the situation was 
less than ideal. 

“When it happened I was hop- 
ing to have a 5-0 vote,” he said. 
“It is clear that there’s a differ- 
ence on the board and that’s 
always trouble.” 

If he is selected to become Lin- 
coln’s new superintendent, Dr. 
McQuillan will replace Rebecca 
van der Bogert as head of the K-8 
system. Her contract is up July 
1, the same date Dr. McQuillan’s 
new contract takes effect in 
Andover. 

“T’ve done a lot of work K-8 
when I was formerly in New- 
ton,” said Dr. McQuillan. 

Dr. McQuillan said that 
because Lincoln has a smaller 
school system he will be able to 
work more closely with class- 
room teachers. There is the 
potential for greater money and 
a new town manager was just 
named by the town, he said. 

Lincoln K-8 schools are also 
going through a major renova- 
tion and Dr. McQuillan said his 
experience in Andover could 
prove useful there.

“To be honest, I think Lincoln is an 
extraordinary school system. It’s dramatical- 
ly different,” said Ms. Lyman. “They really 
make a commitment to education, I'll put it 
that way.” 

Lincoln spent $9,184 per pupil in 1991-1992 
and Andover spent $5,144 per pupil that year, 
according to the Department of Education 
Per Pupil Expenditure by Purpose. 

Dr. McQuillan has informed the School 


Committee of the possibility he will be leav- 
ing some time next school year. 
“He informed the School Committee late 


last week that he was interested and wanted: 


to let us know,” said Mr. Muller. “It’s closer 
to his home.” 


Under his new contract, Dr. McQuillan 
must give 90 days notice before he termi- 
nates his contract.

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State Senator John O’Brien is in for round two

Sen. John D. 
O’Brien, D-Andover, 
confirmed this week 
what has long been 
assumed by many 
local politicians, that 
he will run for re- 
election to a second 
two-year term in the 
state Senate. 

Sen. O’Brien has 
two challengers to 
overcome for his 
own party’s nomina- 
tion in the Sept. 20 
primary election, 
Fr. Gorman and 
Ed Bishop, both of 
Dracut, before taking 
on the sole Republi- 
can challenger, 
Maria Marasco, a fel- 
low |Andoverite. Ms. 
Marasco announced 
her candidacy last 
month, 

Sen. O’Brien will 
officially start his 
campaign this Satur- 
day, June 11, with an 
announcement on 
the steps of Old 
Town Hall, followed 
by a bus. tour 
through each of the 
four communities in 
the Second Essex 
and Middlesex Dis- 
trict. An announce- 
ment rally and recep- 
tion will be held that 
evening at Hibernian 
Hall at 9 Appleton St. 
in Lawrence. 

The district, 
under the recently 
enacted Senate redis- 
tricting plan, now 
includes Andover, 
Dracut, Lawrence 
and Tewksbury. Bil- 
lerica was dropped 
and replaced by Dra- 
cut. Dracut has a 
population of 26,000. 
Billerica has about 
87,000 residents. 

“Essentially, the 
district was 15,000 
over what it should 
be,” Sen. O’Brien 
said during an inter- 
view with the 
Townsman last 
week. He also said he 
has been making 
some contacts in 
Dracut. 

“I’m beginning to 
make some good 
% actuall ” 


Dracut could be 
important, especially 
in the primary, he 
said. 


“In the case of a 
primary, they do 
vote." 
In terms of the

Andover, he said. 
Continuing 
change platform 

Sen. O’Brien said 
he will again run on 
a platform for 
change, as he did two 
year’s ago. 

“T Fhink I’ve 
demonstrated a 
record of trying to 
bring about change 
and being indepen- 
dent in making deci- 
sions,” 

He voted against 
the re-election of 
Senate President Bil- 
ly Bulger, D-South 
Boston, and his posi- 
tion has not changed 
on that subject. 

“T will not vote for 
Bulger under any 
circumstances, I nev- 
er have.” . 

But he does not 
want to be labeled as 
one of those who sup- 
port Sen. William 
Keating, R-Sharon, 
for leadership of the 
Senate “because 
there are other can-

didates,” 

There are going to 
be a number of sce- 
narios that play out 
during the elections, 
and other candidates 
for Senate president 
may arise; he said. 

While his position 
against Sen. Bulger 
hurts Sen. O’Brien to 
some extent, because 
of the nature of the 
Senate battle, it 
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hasn’t really hurt 
anybody too much as 
far as legislation 
goes, Sen. O’Brien 
said. 

“Because every- 
body’s important in 
the mix of trying to 
get things done,” he 
said. “The issues are 
really beyond one 
person. It’s how to 
make the Senate a 
more open place 
with a committee 
structure and sched- 
we that allows more 
input from rank and 
file members and 
holds: us all more 
accountable.” 

Top: 
accomplishments 

Sen. O’Brien said 
his top three accom- 
plishments in his 
first term were: 

« “I'd like to con- 
sider myself part of 
the change in the 
Senate;” 

- “I’m the initial 
author of a two-year 
limit on Welfare ben- 


efits, which I think is 
a key part of any 
reform bill that we 
pass this year in the 
Legislature.” 

The proposal 
would make more 
recipients account- 
able for finding 
work, “especially 
among younger peo- 
ple on Welfare,” he 
said. 

« A number of dis- 
trict projects that 
show that he has 
really been 
accessible and that 
he worked in the dis- 
trict. 

The $1 million 
state Public Works 
Economic Develop- 
ment grant to build 
the Burtt Road exten- 
sion in Lowell Junc- 
tion is one example 
of how he has helped 
Andover, he said. 

“It’s important to 
Genetics and to other 
businesses in that 
area.” 

He also took par- 
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tial credit for helping 
convince the state 
highway department 
to listen to concerns 
of residents and busi- 
ness people in 
Andover who want- 
ed the state to widen 
the River Road 
bridge while it is 
being rebuilt. That 
bridge is now being 
widened from two 
lanes to five or six 
lanes. 

He has also been 
involved in pushing 
for construction of 
the new court house 
on Canal Street in 
Lawrence. Construc- 
tion could begin on 
the site late this sum- 
mer or early fall, the 
senator said. 

RAT issue 

Sen. O’Brien 
favors doing away 
with the controver- 
sial Racing Action 
Ticket, a lottery 
game that has some 
of its proceeds going 


to beefing up purses 
at race tracks in the 
state. The controver- 
sy stems from the 
fact that proceeds of 
Lottery tickets are 
supposed to go back 
to cities and town. 
Sen. O’Brien said 
this ticket was origi- 
nally proposed to be 
a sweepstakes ticket, 
not a lottery ticket. 
The sweepstakes 
ticket, which was 
allowed by the rac- 
ing simulcasting bill 
passed two years 
ago, was supposed to 
be sold only at race 
tracks, and part of 
the proceeds were 
intended to beef up 
the race track purs- 
es, Sen. O’Brien said. 
In the first year, $6 
million went to 
tracks, while $25 mil- 
lion went to scholar- 
ships, according to 
Sen. O’Brien. But

were changed to no votes in the 
hand recount, creating a final 
tally of 3,870 yes votes, 3,864 no 
and 31 blanks. While one of the 
original blank votes had a no 
vote on Question Two marked in 
pencil, Randy Hanson, town 
i clerk, said she could not deter- 
mine where the other ballot 
change came from.

Members of CATS petitioned 
for a hand count in an effort to 
prevent an override of Proposi- 
tion 2% to fund the technology 
project. CATS did not protest

Question One, a ballot item that 
approved $38.5 million in addi- 
tions and renovations to the 
buildings and grounds of 
Andover High, South and San- 
born schools by a vote of 4,205 to 
‘3,543. 

Mr. Teves said that there had 
been some protested ballots on 
which more than one answer 
had been punched, but that his 
organization was only able to 
garner two of the eight votes 
they needed. ‘ 

“The protested ballots were 
minimal and justifiable,” in 
terms of what the law allows and 
what will stand up in court, said 
Ms. Hanson. 

Ms. Hanson said because the 
recount took the approximately 
six hours she expected, the 
recount will likely cost the town 
the originally estimated $1,400 to

The school system may have an 
extra $200,000 to spend, but only 
because the town approved $40.5 mil- 
lion in school improvement projects. 

According to school officials, the 
capital improvement. projects 
approved during this fall included 
$200,000 for technology updates, 

However, because over $1,000,000 of 
the money approved for Andover High 
School and the entire $2,000,000 of a 
separate technology plan in the $40.5 
million project have been allocated to 


improve the state of technology in the 
system, this $200,000 may be better 
used to address another problem, 
school officials said Tuesday night. 

Although Dick Neal, assistant super- 
intendent, suggested there may be 
restrictions requiring the money to be 
spent on technology, Superintendent 
Mark McQuillan and School Commit- 
tee members said it just makes sense to 
spend the funds on other needed pro- 
jects, 

“T think it’s so much common sense 
that to do otherwise might be misinter-

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preted,” said Susan Dalton, committee 
member. 

“T would hate to spénd $200,000 of 
money that we can really spend some- 
place else, when we have another fund- 
ing source,” said Dick Muller, chair- 
man, who also reminded committee 
members that the technology improve- 
ments to Andover High, South and 
Sanborn schools will receive 60 per- 
cent reimbursement, while the $200,000 
is entirely out of the town’s coffers. 

Committeeman Bill Huston, head of 
the school’s technology committee, 


said he does not plan to spend a great 
deal of money on technology improve- 
ments this year anyway, because he 
wants to create a well thought out plan. 

Dr. McQuillan and the majority of 
the committee seemed in agreement 
that the money will likely be used to 
replace old school building windows, if 
possible, which will increase heating 
efficiency. 

Earlier in the evening Mr. Muller 
had said, “If we don’t start replacing 
some windows every year, we’re not 
being honest with ourselves.” 

The $200,000 is expected to be one of 
the topics discussed at a joint town- 
school government meeting to be 
scheduled for later this month.

tion, the area will be safe, secure and 
staffed with medical and security per- 
sonnel the entire 24 hours. 

You are probably asking, “What 
type of people are crazy enough to 
camp out at the local track for 24 
hours?” The 86 teams actually partici- 
pating in the relay represent a diverse 
cross section of the community. 

Groups such as The Western Won- 
ders (West Elementary faculty), the 
Council on Aging, AHS graduates, 
Doherty Middle School Student Coun- 
cil, AHS faculty, Andover Youth Coun- 
cil, Andover town selectmen, DeWolfe 
Realty Co., and many AHS student, fac- 
ulty and mixed teams are currently 
registered to participate.

grades than boys, and students were 
willing to drop down a level just to 
switch teachers, according to some stu- 
dents. 

Some students claimed their final 
term grades did not reflect the grades 
they received on tests and quizzes dur- 
ing the term. When asked to produce 
his grade book, students said the teach- 
er claimed he had lost it. The situation 
was never made public. 

Today the teacher is still in the sys- 
tem. 

“It’s not just sexual harassment. 
He’s sort of verbally abusive, but he 
doesn’t outright say things. He makes 
comments that have many meanings 
and then he winks at you. He’s con- 
stantly winking at people and the way 
he smiles at you and asks questions 
and looks around, it’s not comforting. 
He doesn’t make anyone very comfort- 
able in the class,” said Katy Shabot, a 
sophomore at the High School. 

“T know when you do orals in front 
of the class, I know girls definitely 
always do better. I know girls never get 
under 85 and it’s not because of (sub- 
ject knowledge) or anything,” she said. 
“T don’t know if he didn’t keep a grade 
book, but he didn’t give back tests. 
He’d just give the grade. He didn’t real- 
ly have a system for taking off points. 
It’s pretty random. That’s how he can 
manipulate grades.” 

The current teacher contract does 
not contain wording requiring a specif- 
ic grading system or the keeping of a 
grade book. However, that agreement 
expires Aug. 31 and school officials are 
currently in negotiations with the 
Andover Education Association. 

The 1993 Education Reform Act 
requires that a public hearing be held 
before teacher evaluation standards 
are developed. This opportunity for 
public input is scheduled for next Tues- 
day, June 14, beginning at 6:30 p.m. 

When informed of the above situa- 
tion by the Townsman, Bill Huston, 
School Committee member, said he 
had never heard of the scenario but 
that his door is open to students who 
want to discuss such matters with him. 
He said that students could use the 
public hearing to discuss gender-relat- 
ed harassment or bias or could talk 
with him personally. 

“There’s got to be a way that that 
can be taken care of. That really con- 
cerns me,” said Mr. Huston. “I want 
the school environment to be safe as 
well as academically sound.” 

Chairman Dick Muller said he had 
heard of the issue, but that it was an 
administration matter, about which 
the School Committee had no say. 

Most students who have witnessed 
sexual harassment in the schools laud 
the administration and particularly 
Mr. Thomas for his handling of such 
episodes. 

“T think Mr. Thomas does an excel- 
lent job. He cares to listen and he acts 
upon it,” said Chris Cullinan, a junior.

tration to continue dealing with the 
matter.] 

Yet, although his is an extreme 
example, it is not a purely isolated 
case. Sexual discrimination, and to 
greater extent typically-unintentional 
instances of gender bias, take place in 
the school system, just as in the rest of 
the world. © 

“Teachers make comments when 
girls are dressed up. In talking to 
teachers a girl will walk by who’s pop- 
ular and pretty and they’ll make a com- 
ment to be cool or whatever,” said Mr. 
Cullinan. 

“If they’re going to think it they can 
think it but they have to realize the 
position they’re in. I’ve witnessed it 
personally with a couple different 
teachers,” he said, “enough that it 
should be a concern. A handful that it’s 
that blatant that they would say some- 
thing.” 

The problem is not limited to the 
High School. 

“T think that attention on staff devel- 
opment at the middle-school level is 
critical,” said Susan Jenkins, League 
of Women Voters president and former 
School Committee member. “This is a 
critical age and I think there are some 
teachers at the middle schools who are 
not as aware of eliminating barriers.” 

AHS juniors Andy Ewalt and Chris 
Fromme may be inclined to agree. 
Though they say they’ve “had very, 
very good teachers at the High School,” 
and throughout the Andover system, in 
middle school, they, too, had a teacher 
Mr. Fromme described as “rather sex- 
ist when it came to grading.” 

“It’s really isolated, but it bothers 
me. I wouldn’t say it happens any more 
than 5 percent of the time. But that 5 
percent means something’s wrong,” 
said Mr. Fromme. “When it comes to 
grading, it may come down to the boys 
and the girls learn the same things, but 
get different grades.” 

According to Mr. Ewalt, their mid- 
dle school teacher held a Valentine’s 
Day test and boys and girls were paired 
off to take the test together. Mr. Ewalt 
said his teacher told them, “Well, of 
course the boys are going to be doing 
all the work and the girls are going to 
be copying all the answers.” 

“There was a towel in the corner of 
the room,” said Mr. Fromme. Accord- 
ing to the teacher, “that was for when- 
ever the girls were upset they could go 
over and use the crying towel.” 

Both students also said that they 
learned very little in the class. Mr. 
Ewalt said that although a girl next to 
him consistently earned higher marks, 
he was the one who garnered the end- 
of-the-year award. 

“Sure, I was getting these grades, 
but this grade was totally meaningless 
to me because it just meant I was a boy. 
It was more a dull understanding of 
what was going on,” he said. “I get this 
special award, high honor roll, and I'm 
not learning anything.” 

“I realized it was going on. I can’t 
remember if it bothered me then,” said 
Mr. Fromme. “At first I realized how 
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look at what the class was like. 
Although I got good grades, I didn’t 
learn that much.” 

Working on the bias problem 

Though this may come as a surpris- 
ing example to some, it is, by all 
accounts, fairly uncommon. Yet, in 
extreme cases such as this, the teacher 
evaluation technique, by which admin- 
istrators view and critique teachers, 
does not seem to have much of an 
impact. 

“T think the evaluation process as it 
exists is a very structured procedure. I 
think it has less effect on teacher per- 
formance than day-to-day interaction 
and discussion with his fellow teachers 
and their principal,” said Charles 
Friel, principal of West Elementary. 

“That’s a formal observation. But a 
good principal, and I think we have a 
lot of them, spends a lot of time in the 
classroom,” said Ms. Jenkins. “It’s 
very difficult. If you’re using this to get 
rid of someone, it’s impossible at this 
point.” 

However, principals such as Mr. 
Friel are making efforts to combat the 
related problem of gender bias, a far 
more common and more easily over- 
looked concern. 

Examples of gender bias are history 
books that say “the Pilgrims and their 
wives settled,” or a teacher who 
encourages a boy to pursue an answer 
on his own while showing the girl step 
by step how to arrive at the solution. 

“The problem is, gender bias is not 
something that’s a conscious effort on 
someone’s part,” said Mr. Friel, who 
has implemented a self-monitering 
evaluation system in the school. 

Under this system, in addition to 
interaction with other teachers and 
administrators, teachers themselves 
keep a tally of how often they call on 
boys and girls, and try to provide wait 
time between when they ask a question 
and call on a raised hand for an 
answer. In this way, more students get 
an opportunity to respond. Mr. Friel 
said that in the past, people sometimes 
called on the typically more-active 
boys to keep them engaged. 

“T think that up until the last three 
years the principals were not aware, 
for the most part, of that issue,” said 
Ms. Jenkins. “But when we brought in 
all the new principals, they were able 
to act on it. I think they are much more 
sensitive to this issue.” 

Mr. Friel said he, too, has seen the 
level of self-awareness change over the 
last few years. 

Louise Rozzi, a physical education 
teacher at West Elementary, has won 
an award for her work and has held a 
system-wide seminar on gender bias. 

And at the High School, Mr. Thomas 
is working with a student group ona 
school policy regarding gender bias 
and sexual harassment. 

“The way you prevent it is the prin- 
cipal has to be very sensitive to what 
are good teaching practices. You need 
to have your curriculum councils, 
when they are selecting books, to be 
sensitive in the texts and supplemental 
materials,” said Ms. Jenkins. “The

third thing is having staff development 
dollars in the classroom. You do those 
three things and you break the cycle of 
gender bias.” 

This summer, the School Committee 
will determine what types of classes it 
will pay for teachers to take in the 
name of professional development. The 
Education Reform Act allows for cours- 
es on the effects of gender bias to be 
included in the development format. 

However, though Mr. Friel said “the 
responsibility falls on the principal” at 
each school house, the school system 
cannot carry the whole burden alone, 

“The way parents react to their kids 
in the way they treat their children can 
be very telling,” said Mr. Friel. “Many 
parents still believe their daughters 
should be quiet and proper.” 

Mr. Cullinan said that students have 
to speak up as well, 

“T think the best thing they can do 
(is) they can come forward,” said Mr. 
Cullinan, “I think the administration 
does a good job at listening and people 
feel the administration doesn’t care 
either way.” 

The problem is that students are 
often afraid that talking with an 
administrator will have a negative 
impact on their grade or will cause a 
confrontation with the offending teach- 
er. 
“They do speak up. Obviously with 
the (High School teacher) issue they 
followed through,” said Ms. Jenkins. 
“But I would say for every one they fol- 
low through with there are probably 10 
they don’t.” 

Several students told the Townsman 
that if they were seniors they would 
have no problem talking about particu- 
lar teachers, but because they will be 
in the school next year, they are reluc- 
tant to do so. 

“The most difficult issue is getting 
kids to raise it,” said Mr. Thomas. 
“When they don’t have the teacher 
anymore it’s much easier to say good- 
bye to the problem,” 

“With the teacher, I think kids 
would definitely be afraid, because if 
they would come forward with a teach- 
er that would definitely be in the back 
of their mind every time they saw the 
teacher,” said Mr. Cullinan. “The other 
thing would be getting out of that class, 
but no one’s going to go through that 
kind of trouble.” 

Actually, that’s exactly what Ms. 
Shabot did after half a year in the High 
School teacher’s room. 

“T guess the main thing is I don’t feel 
very comfortable in the class at all,” 
she said. “In the middle of the year I 
went down a level just because I want- 
ed to change teachers, 

“T guess I don’t have as many com- 
plaints as other people, but I don’t like 
the way he makes me feel.”

The issue of leveling was discussed 
by the School Committee Tuesday 
night, and the majority of the commit- 
tee seemed to be leaning toward consid- 
eration of greater degrees of ability 
grouping, 

Supporters of expanding the practice 
of leveling in Andover pointed to com- 
ments made during discussion of a 
school improvement plan by Jim Kras- 
noo, Andover High School PAC presi- 
dent, as an example of what can go 


wrong with other kinds of groupings. or ~ sa 


with so-called alternative or: non-tradi- 
tional grading practices. 

Mr. Krasnoo said that students were 
not leaving the High School with prop- 
er writing skills, commenting that “the 
only way to make sure your kids can 
write” is to have them do it over and 
over again. He said although teachers 
could not possibly grade a paper from 
each student every week, the group 
approach, in which four students work 
together on a:single paper was not 
working either. 

“You have very good English teach- 
ers, but they are just being besieged by 
their work,” said Mr. Krasnoo. 

“1 think Mr, Krasnoo’s: comments 
were very illustrative of the problems 
that arise,” said Susan Dalton, commit- 
tee member, She’ said she is consider- 
ing whether there are areas where the 
school should “move away from the 
heterogeneous into something more 
leveled.” 

In the recent past, committee mem- 
bers have questioned whether hetero- 
geneous grouping is still viable in larg- 
er group settings. 

“What's happening is we are mesh- 
ing sonie levels that we shouldn’t be,” 
said Lloyd Willey, fellow member. “I 
think we really do need to be certain 
that we're not in the name of philoso-

phies or financials doing something 
that’s a disservice to the students.” 

In campaigning for a committee seat 
this year, Mr. Willey had talked of 
expanding leveled math courses to fifth 
and sixth grade. He stuck to ‘that posi- 
tion Tuesday night. 

“Math is a subject that is cumula- 
tive, If you aren’t able to add and sub- 
tract you aren’t going to be able to mul- 
tiply,” said Mr. Willey. 

Mr. Willey seemed to get some 
approval from Ms, Dalton, who said she 
was looking at the possibility of homo- 
geneous groupings as elementary stu- 
dents approach the transition to middle 
school. 

But not everyone present was in sup- 
port of greater leveling. 

Sharon Mason, of 50 Chestnut St., 
presented the committee with materi- 
als critical of the leveling and tracking 
process. 

“The whole idea of watering down a 
curriculum is abhorrent to me,” said 
Mary Lyman, committee member. But 
“T don’t think that’s what we are talk- 
ing about here. I don’t believe that 
meshing is as threatening as I hear 
tonight.” 

All members said they supported 
heterogeneous grouping at the younger 
elementary grades.

son are missing in 
Nantucket plane crash

Mr. Marden radioed Hyannis air- 
port at 3:45 p.m. that the rented plane 
he was piloting had lost power and 
was losing altitude. It is presumed to 
have then ditched in the sea. 

The plane disappeared from the 
radar screen moments after Mr. Mar- 
den’s last transmission. It was about 
12 miles north of Nantucket Island and 
six to 12 miles from Monomoy Island, 
off Chatham. A nearby Coast Guard 
Falcon jet heard the transmission and 
flew to the area, arriving within five 
minutes, but did not find the plane. 
Shortly after the last transmission, the 
Coast Guard crew monitored a brief 
emergency locator transmission, but 
then lost that contact. 

Mr. Marden and his son were the 
only ones aboard. 

The Coast Guard searched by sea 
and air Monday afternoon and night 
and found shortly before 8 p.m. a gui- 
tar case that has been identified as 
belonging to the Mardens. But they 
found nothing else by Townsman 
presstime Wednesday afternoon. The 
search was hampered by fog Tuesday. 
When the search continued Wednes- 
day morning, an oil slick was spotted 
in the area the plane is presumed to 
have gone down. 

“That’s what they’re concentrating 
their efforts on right at this point,” 
Joanne Marden, Mr. Marden’s wife 
and Chris’s mother, said of the Coast 
Guard Wednesday morning. 

Goast Guard boats had located the 
oil slick Wednesday morning and it 
was within the Coast Guard’s search 
area, according to Petty Officer Joseph 
Wetherell, a Coast Guard spokesman. 
Commercial divers working for the 
Nantucket Fire Department arrived on 
the scene by 12:20 p.m. with a sonar- 
equipped boat and had detected some- 
thing on the ocean floor, in about 33 
feet of water, but were unable to locate 
it on the dives, according to Petty Offi- 
cer Wetherell. 

“JT am in constant contact with the 
Coast Guard,” Ms. Marden said. “It 


was discouraging yesterday because | 


they couldn’t see anything down 
there.” 

A Coast Guard Falcon jet and a Jay- 
hawk helicopter and three boats con- 
tinued to search for the Mardens as 
the Townsman went to press Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

Ms. Marden said she and her two 
daughters were holding up “OK.” 

“We've had a lot of contact and peo- 
ple stopping by and people calling, and 
that’s been really helpful,” said Ms. 
Marden, a member of Andover’s 
Finance Committee. 

‘Mr. Marden, 46, has been a pilot for 
the last 15 years. He was. ce ae

50 Years Ago 
June 8, 1944 

Life went on in Andover Tuesday, 
and it looked as if, on the surface, noth- 
ing was happening in the world any 
more than was happening every other 
day. The general atmosphere seemed to 


be: “Well, let’s keep on working.” Some 
Andover residents heard the 12:30 Ger- 
man announcements that the Invasion 
was on, but not until about 5:15 when 
the fire alarm rang a series of blows, 
did most of the populace realize that D- 
Day had arrived. The various mills air- 
raid alarms came shortly after. 

The Andover Council of Churches 
immediately put through their D-Day 
plan, and at one o’clock some 3500 Bul- 
letins printed during the morning at 
the Townsman Press were being dis- 
tributed to Boy Scouts for further dis- 
tribution throughout town. It 
announced the special church service 
to be held at the Free church that 
evening and also the services being 
held at St. Augustine’s church. Tues- 
day morning the latter church always 
has a special mass for servicemen, but 
the attendance this week was heavier 
than usual, showing that at that early 
hour the seriousness of the day had 
already stirred people to prayer. 

It was announced yesterday that 
anyone buying war bonds in the period 
between June 12 and 17, the first few 
days of the Fifth War Loan drive, may 
have the bonds dated, June 6 — the date 
which it is hoped will go down in world 
history as one of the world’s most 
important dates.

Joseph Malone, inadvertently or not, 
introduced the ticket as a lottery 
scratch ticket, Sen. O’Brien said, avail- 
able in any retail outlet that sells lot- 
tery tickets and arguably subject to all 
lottery restrictions. 

“The bottom line is, if you are going 
to have a lottery ticket, it should stay 
with the intent of the lottery and the 
money should go to cities and towns,” 
Sen. O’Brien said. “Everybody wants 
to get rid of the ticket.” 

Sen. O’Brien said changing the tick- 
et so that proceeds would go back to 
the lottery and ultimately back to cities 
and towns would not change anything 
under current legislation, because the 
lottery has a cap limiting how much 
money goes back to cities and towns 
and it is already at that cap. The Senate 
is increasing the aid from lottery pro- 
ceeds that goes back to cities and towns 
by $40 million in next year’s budget, 
but that was already agreed to with the 
governor before the RAT issue sur- 
faced, Sen. O’Brien said. The real issue 
is the cap on lottery money that goes 
back to local aid, he said. A bill already 
in the legislature proposes phasing out 
the cap. 

“Bven without that bill, I hope each 
year in the budget to phase out the cap, 
as we have begun this year.” 

That gives the state time to wean 
itself off those funds that had been 
going into the general fund, he said. 
Other issues 

In a statement announcing his can- 
didacy, Sen. O’Brien said he has also 


used his position as Senate chairman 
of the Joint Committee on Counties to 
reform and streamline state govern- 
ment by drafting a bill that would abol- 
ish county government in Mas- 
sachusetts. 

“County government in Mas- 
sachusetts is obsolete,” he said. “We 
need to eliminate this unnecessary lay- 
er of bureaucracy and develop true 
regional partnerships among cities and 
towns which promote economic devel- 
opment.” 

Currently, cities and towns must 
pick up a portion of the costs of county 
government. Under Sen. O’Brien’s bill, 
cities and towns would no longer be 
assessed for the maintenance of county 
government, and a regional service 
fund would be established to provide 
additional local aid to cities and towns 
as an incentive to regionalize certain 
services. 

Sen. O’Brien has also been a cham- 
pion of public education and providing 
safe environments for school children. 
As a result of a tragic incident that 
occurred in the town of Billerica, he 
worked with Gov. Weld and other legis- 
lators to pass the so-called “Billerica 
School Safety Act,” which gives a 
school principal the authority to sus- 
pend a student charged with a felony, 
or expel a student convicted of a felony, 
even if the felony took place off of 
school property. 

Sen. O’Brien lives in Andover with 
his wife, Kathleen, and son, Matthew. 
He is a graduate of Brown University 
and Suffolk University Law School.

D-Day veterans walk among giants

Those of us who were not there, in 
Normandy 50 years ago this week, 
cannot possibly imagine what the 
veterans saw, heard and felt on the 
morning of the D-Day invasion. That 
realization came to me this week 
after hearing about being amidst bat- 
tleships as far as you could see in 
every direction, 
about being 
deafened by the 
blasting of guns 
and bombs, and 
about being 
sickened by the 
rough waters, 
then struck | 
dumb by the 
sight of bodies 
floating in the 
water or stacked 
on recovery 
boats. And it was 
a unique story 
for the media because, no matter 
how they tried, and the best practi- 
tioners gave it a shot, there was no 
way to put a different twist on the 
story — no way to make it more dra- 
matic than giving the straight facts 
of what occurred, along with the sto- 
ries of those who were there. 

Talking with D-Day veterans dur- 
ing the past few weeks, including 
five Andover residents, I watched as 
they grasped for words, not because

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though the 18-year-old soldiers are 
now 70-year-old grandfathers, but 
because words are inadequate to 
describe what they experienced. I 
tried to compare their task of 
describing that day into terms I 
could relate to, and the best I could 
come up with was trying to describe 
the Grand Canyon to someone who 
has never seen it. Even a photograph 
or video is incapable of conveying 
the awesomeness of the reality. 

I talked with Kenneth Buck, of 8 
Summer St., a member of the 4th 
Infantry Division who squirmed as 
he described crawling that morning 
onto Utah Beach; to Milton Burke, of 
4 Bridle Path Road, who was one of 
the first members of the 29th 
Infantry Division on “Bloody Oma- 
ha” and witness to fellow soldiers 
being machine gunned all around 
him; and to Mario Medaglio, of 1 
Newman Hill Drive, a member of the 
Ist Infantry Division who came in on 
Omaha an hour or two behind Mr. 
Burke. Mr. Medaglio had two men 
behind him shot dead that day, one 
before even getting off the landing 
craft, and another while trying to 
make his way up the hill off the 
beach. 

And I talked with Ted Russem, of 
14 Nutmeg Lane, and Henry Wrigley, 
of 1 Lowell Junction Road, both of 
whom were on mine sweepers dur- 
=i the early morning hours of June 
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on shore while clearing a path so the 
troop ships and gun ships could get 
in close to the Normandy shoreline. 

I also talked with Elsie Lalrance, 
of 437 N. Main St., who was en route 
to England as a member of the Wom- 
en’s Army Corps on June 6, 1944, and 
who worked as a medic in London 
tending to those injured in D-Day 


and subsequent battles, as well as in — 


the bombings of London. 

Finally, I talked with my father, 
Walter Staruk, a Polish boy from 
Worcester and now living in Willis- 
ton, Fla., a member of the 90th Divi- 
sion who watched the invasion 
through a pair of field glasses from a 
boat anchored off Utah Beach. A 
radio man with the artillery, he 
didn’t get onto the beach until D-Day 
plus two, June 8. His squad didn’t 
suffer its first casualties until June 
10, miles inland. 

I remember he used to say how 
lucky he was to be more than a mile 
off shore in the boat that first day, 
and how he refers to the GI’s who 
were first on the beach as “those 
poor sons-of guns,” or something 
similar. He told me how he watched 
through the field glasses as the 
Americans, only an inch tall through 
the glasses, worked their way up off 
Utah Beach to the German “pill box- 
es” and threw in grenades, which 
was followed by an explosion, then 
Germans marching out with their

Rethinking our 
educational priorities 


Editor, Townsman; 

I was very surprised when I read the 
editorial in the June 2 Townsman 
about extending our school day and 
year. Although at first glance the list of 
number and length of schoo] days for 
nine various countries appears to infer 
that the U.S. spends much less time in 
school than countries such as Korea, 
Japan and Germany, a closer look at 
this data proves otherwise. If you cal- 


culate the number of actual hours 
spent in school for one year, the U.S. 
comes in third based on the nine coun- 
tries listed, behind only Taiwan (1176.6 
hours/year — 179.8 hours more than the 
U.S.) and France (1078.8 hours/year — 
82 more hours than the U.S.). It is inter- 
esting to notice that Korea spends 20 
less hours/year in school than the U.S., 
Germany 30.8 less and Japan 116.8 less. 

What I’m saying is that the solution 
to our flawed educational system is not 
as simple as extending the amount of 
time that we spend in school. Korea 
has less hours in school than both the 
U.S. and Taiwan, yet has higher math 
scores. I really don’t think that reflects 
the quality of the education that any- 
one in any country is receiving. What 
it could reflect is a different emphasis 
on different material in different coun- 
tries. 

Currently, to graduate from AHS, 
you need four years of English, but 
only two years of both math and sci- 
ence. It’s probable that in Korea, math 
is more emphasized than literature. It’s 
also revealing to see that, to graduate, 
you need to have 1.75 years of gym. To 
me, that shows that we, as a communi- 
ty, state, country, need to rethink our 
priorities, 

In trying to pinpoint the reason that 
the United States is less successful in 
math and science than other countries, 


we may not need to look much further: 


than the fact that gym occupies almost 
as much of our time (as) math and sci- 
ence. And the fact that “today’s stu- 
dents graduating from college can’t 
spell well and don’t use grammar cor- 
rectly” is of some concern, but little 
importance. It’s their creativity, their 
ideas and their thinking skills that 
help them contribute to society. 
Although many people disagree with 
me, I think that in an age of word pro- 
cessors equipped with spell check and 
sometimes even grammar check, being 
a good speller will not make you any 
more capable than a person who has 
trouble spelling everything. With spell 
check, you just have to come close; my 
point being that as long you can make 
yourself understood, you are accom- 
plishing all that you need to. In my 


experience so far at AHS, teachers 
have put much more emphasis on 
understanding and analyzing than 
memorizing and spelling. That is what 
we need more of in order for us to funt- 
tion in a competitive environment. We 
have computers to store information, 
but we need people to think and to cre- 
ate. The only thing that more time™in 
school would accomplish is that we 
would have even fuller schedules and 
less free time to develop our ideas and 
to pursue our non-academic interests.

If, from the data given in the refer 
enced article (June 2, “Our students 
need more time in school”), one is to 
conclude that classroom time is direct- 
ly related to performance, then the giv- 
en data do not bear out this conclusion. 

Both students in Taiwan and in the 
U.S. spend more time in the classroom 
(approximately 200 hours and 20 hours, 
respectively) than their Korean coun- 
terpart, yet the statistical math scores, 
as stated in the article, of Taiwan (68 
percent) and of the U.S. (58 percent) are 
lower than those of Korea (75 percent). 

In fact, with the exceptions of Tai- 
wan and France, according to the data 
presented in the article, U.S. studerfts 
spend more time in the classroom than 
those of any other country shown in 
the article’s table. 

Perhaps the data simply prove that 
the desire to excel tilts the scale.

Worrying about the 
Clinton health plan 


Editor, Townsman: 

According to a study conducted by 
the economic research firm, 
DRI/McGraw-Hill, the typical Ameri- 
can household may have to forfeit $461 
worth of annual medical services 
under Clinton’s proposed health care 
scheme.

$50 tons of recyclables a year, with the 
capacity to recycle 700 tons. Ninety- 
eight to 99 percent of the material that 
is brought in is recovered. 


During a tour in February, I saw a 
constant stream of recycling trucks 
bringing material from as far away as 
New Hampshire and Rhode Island. The 
trucks are weighed, emptied and again 
weighed to determine the weight of the 
recyclables. 

The plastics and cans are loaded on 
a conveyor belt, A magnet removes

steel containers and an air separator 
removes plastics and aluminum. These 
are then further sorted by hand.

Don’t bring plastics other than No. 1 
and No. 2 to the West Middle School 
recycling site. They will have to be 
hand-sorted and then thrown away and 
the town will have to pay for that. 


Don’t worry, our materials are being recycled 


My best suggestion is to get off the 
plastic habit — buy in glass or tin cans 
or cardboard. You can recycle all those 
materials curbside in your own blue 
bin. And they are reused with markets 
available. 


It is hard for all of us to change our 
ways and we were educated for a long 
time to save, sort and separate. This 
collector wants to do it a different way.

For 
example, Ms. Boumil believes 
that Anita Hill was justified in 
her actions against now-Supreme 
Court Justice Clarence Thomas,

“] think that his behavior was 
unbecoming of a governor, but it 
was a one-time incident, there 
was no threat of action if she 
didn’t follow through, and he left 
when she said no,” Ms. Boumil 
said. 

Sexual harassment, according 
to Ms. Boumil, must consist of 
repeated unwanted advances, or 
“hostile environment.” 

“Hostile environment would 
include repeated crude gestures, 
remarks and unwanted invita- 
tions,” Ms. Boumil said, “basical- 
ly, anything that makes the envi- 
ronment uncomfortable for the 
receiver of the unwanted atten- 
tion.” 

The woman or man must 
make it known in no uncertain 
circumstances that the advances 
are unwelcome, she said. Ms. 
Boumil stressed the fact that 
men can also be victims of sexual 
harassment. “It can definitely go 
both ways,” she said. 

What can be done to offenders 
who just won’t let up? Ms. 
Boumil says that once it has been 
made known that the receiver is 
not interested, and the person 
doesn’t participate in the action 
in any way, he or she can threat- 
en to take action. 

“Threaten to'go to a superior, 
or even the authorities,” Ms. 
Boumil advised. “The most 
important thing is to follow 
through with your threat.” 

In Massachusetts, report vio- 
lations to the Massachusetts 
Committee Against Discrimina- 
tion, 

According to Ms. Boumil, 
putting:a sexual harassment case 
in order involves a long process, 
so she does not think there 
should be a statute of limitations 
on reporting sexual harassment. 
“Tt takes a while for a victim to 
get a case together,” she said. 

First, they have to compile the 
case, find and hire a lawyer, who 
should investigate the allega- 
tions to ensure that the case has 
merit, Negotiations, and the case 
itself, take a lot of time, she said. 

Anather subject that Ms. 
Boumil discusses in her. lectures, 
is the subject of “designer 
babies.” This is a futuristic con- 
cept where an egg’s genes are 
manipulated to produce a child 
with specific attributes ordered 
by the parents. 

Although this process is not 
currently being used in humans, 
there is a project called the 
Human Genome Project, which 
is aiming at identifying every 
gene in the human body. Accord- 


ae Ms. Boumil, being able to 
re int 


ce genes Will be ‘WSefal’ in 


treating diseases rooted in defective genes. 

Ms. Boumil has mixed feelings about gene 
manipulation. “As far as replacing a gene to 
correct a disease, I think that that is OK,” she 
said. But, when it comes to changing physi- 
cal features, she is unsure. 

“People need to have a choice, but that 
choice needs to be handled responsibly.” 

One thing she fears is that the egg cells of 
the future will be basic building blocks of 
life, to be manipulated into custom-made, 
“perfect” children. 

In the case of curing genetic handicaps, 
she said, some people believe there would be 
an increase in the discrimination against 
handicapped people who could not be helped 
by replacing genes. 

Other gene manipulation possibilities and 
ethical problems that Ms. Boumil discusses 
includes using the eggs of aborted fetuses to 
grow fetal tissue. The tissue would be used to 
foster healthy tissue growth in sick patients. 
This process has only been practiced on mice 
so far, she said. 

Ms. Boumil said that this could lead to 
potential ethical problems, because, she said, 
in a sense an aborted child would give life 
when it did not even live one itself. 

Or, consider the possibility of fertilizing 
an egg, splitting it into twins or triplets, and 
freezing each sibling to be born at separate 
times. Ms. Boumil said this is also possible, 
but believes that such a process is also left 
open for much controversy.

Unfortunately, sexual harassment is not 
the only thing that a woman has to worry 
about these days in the arena of sexual 
assault. Women must often be on alert for 
danger when alone, or even on a date. 

As a result of the increased, or perceived 
increase, in danger of sexual assault, many 
women are turning to drastic measures to 
protect themselves. One group, AWARE - 
Arming Women Against Rape and Endanger- 
ment — located in Bedford, is offering classes 
on firearm handling. The group encourages 
women to carry guns to protect themselves. 

Ms. Boumil does not believe that carrying 
guns is the answer to the problem. 

“T would like to see more women carry 
mace or personal sirens,” she said. “I don’t 
like the idea of guns in the home, especially 
in an era where there are so many domestic 
conflicts.” 

Ms. Boumil said she thinks that the 
increased publicity about rape has caused 
more women to come forward to report an 
offense. She also merits rape victim protec- 
tion laws for the increase in victims report- 
ing offenses. The laws make it so that the vic- 
tim is not so much the one on trial. “But, 
they still aren’t great,” Ms. Boumil said. 

Ms. Boumil said she believes that media, 
television and movies, should take more 
responsibility in portraying sexual attitudes. 
“Especially these days when the television 
takes over the.role of parent, while the real 
parents are working.”

the Mardens had managed to 
reach it. 

“We're going to keep search- 
ing until there is no hope of find- 
ing them, or of survivability,” 
said Petty Officer Wetherell. 


Water temperatures in the 
area were 55 degrees. He said the 
Coast Guard had not given up 
hope. “We look for survivors — 
we don’t look for victims,” Petty 
Officer Wetherell said. 


Clear weather 

The plane was owned by 
Joseph Scott, of Windham, N.H., 
owner of Scott Construction in 
Haverhill and a business associ- 
ate of Mr. Marden’s for the past 
5-10 years, Mr. Scott said 
Wednesday that the 1975 plane 
with retractable landing gear 
had a one-year-old engine and 
had just received its annual 
inspection. 


Mr. Scott said the only expla- 
nation he has been able to come 
up with for the apparent crash is 
that maybe Mr. Marden was dis- 
tracted by changing weather con- 
ditions, ran out of gas in one of 
his fuel tanks and didn’t have 
time to recover once he’d real- 
ized the mistake and switched to 
his other fuel tank. But he said 
that is merely speculation. 


He said Mr. Marden was using 
the plane for a couple of weeks 
and that he was then going to 
either buy it or lease it. He said 
Mr. Marden had gone to Nan- 
tucket Friday in the plane, 
returned here Monday, and was 
headed back to Nantucket with 
his son when he disappeared. 

“The man was an excellent 
pilot,” Mr. Scott said. “It’s a very 
sad thing — a very tragic thing.”

The Army was the only branch of 
the service going to Europe and she 
wanted to go overseas, 

“We were supposed to relieve men 
for combat duty,” including duties in 
the motor pool, as medics, in adminis- 
tration and doing work such as 

ral rigging. - 
y were trained on the job for the 
most part because there was no time 
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Elsie LaFrance 


for schooling. After spending time in 
Presque Isle, Maine, where she, like all 
WACS, was trained in first aid, Ms. 
LaFrance spent some time at a base in 
Miles Standish State Forest in 
Taunton. She and 98 other WACS 
shipped out of Boston on an unescorted 
“banana boat,” the Mariposa, a former 
cruise ship, on June 1, 1944. They slept 
12 to a room - in their clothes. 

“God forbid any man saw you ina 
nightgown or anything.” 

She was a T-5, a corporal. The cross- 
ing took 11 days. 

“When I heard about D-Day on the 
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PA system, they told us we were off the 
coast of Ireland.” 

The boat landed in Greenoch, Scot- 
land, and the WACS took a train to 
London. 

“The thing that impressed me was 
the little children and the people com- 
ing down all the way to meet the trains. 
To see little children, and then an air- 
raid shelter in the distance.” 

That struck her because she came 
from a family of 10 and these kids had 
been at war since 1935 and had never 
known anything but war. 

“And seeing the young fellas, 
healthy and happy, going up the gang- 
planks and wondering how many were 
coming back. It was sad.” 

Ms. LaFrance said she remembers 
thinking to herself that if there was 
any way she could ever work, through 
the Legislature or however, to stop it 
from ever happening again, she would. 
Buzz bombs 

The first night she was in London 
there was an air raid. 

“And I grew up automatically.” 

She felt that it was for real, that she 
didn’t want to be there and that she 
wanted to be back in Cambridge in 
Harvard Square. She found out later 
that that first night’s attack was the 
first V1 pilotless “buzz-bomb” attack. 

If you could look and see it and hear 
it, then the motor was still running and 
you were OK, Ms. LaFrance said of the 
bombs, The later V2 was faster and 
couldn’t be heard. 

“You just saw a streak.” 

From June to March or April, 1945, 
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she went to sleep to “Hitler’s Lullaby,” 
the air raid sirens. 

“A lot of the outfit came home with a 
neurosis of some kind. A lot of them 
just couldn’t take it. I think what 
helped me is I was young.” 

Ms. LaFrance lost part of her hear- 
ing from one bomb attack but regained 
it through operations after the war. 
She went to Paris in August of 1945 
before returning to the states, and 
stayed in the service until May of 1946. 
She then spent 24 years in the reserves. 

“T ended up with a MASH (mobile 
Army surgical hospital) unit here in 
Lawrence.” 

Seeking women vets 

Ms. LaFrance, also a member of the 
WACS Chapter 14 of Somerville, 
stressed that the American Legion is 
involved in a great variety of fund-rais- 
ing, outreach and other charitable 
activities. 

“People see the average Legionnaire 
at a convention and what they forget is 
it’s the end of their working year. So 
they are raising hell and having a good 
time. They have earned it.” 

And she would like to build the 
number of women vets involved. Many 
women don’t want to be identified with 
the service because they were mistreat- 
ed by some men, she said. But new vet- 
erans facilities are being opened for 
women, including veterans adminis- 
tration hospitals with units just for 
women. 

“The best’ kept secret in the country 
is that there are thousands of women 
vets out there.” 
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By Neil Fater tea 
here was no blue sky overhead 
[ On their graduation day, Mon- 
day, June 6, but ‘Merrimack Col- 
lege’s Volpe Gymnasium offered a 
closeness to a graduation ceremony 
quite appropriate for the class of 1994, a 
class that has been through much in its 
four years at Andover High School. 

But on this day, as the rain fell 
briefly, the focus was not on the diffi- 
culties the graduates encountered, but 
on the way they dealt with them — and 
particularly on how they all came 
together. 

And when the graduates’ names 
were cailed, the close confines of the 
Merrimack facilities allowed parents, 
friends and other family members to 
bring their cameras and tearing eyes 
right to the outskirts of the rows of the 
now-former Andover students. 

“Tn your first couple of years here at 
the High School, many of you voiced 
aloud your concern that you had not 
yet truly come together as a class. In 
the intervening years, however, that 
has changed. And that change is clear- 
ly visible Bhs of us,” Kathleen Scan- 
lon, High 1 English teacher, said 
in her commencement address. 

It was a comment echoed by many. 

“It’s a great class. They really pulled 
themselves together,” said social stud- 


ies teacher George Sullivan, as the new . 


graduates talked and hugged around 
him. “They've had a lot of problems, 
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things going on, as we know. But they 
want to do things. I highly recommend 
this class.” 

The class of ’94 dealt with three sui- 
cides in one year, and had an unofficial 
class party broken up by police the 
night before the last day of classes. 

Foreign language teacher Sally 
O’Brien described the class as “won- 
derful, loving caring and pretty unit- 
ed,” saying its members had “just sin- 
cere love for each other.” 

When the graduation ceremony was 
over, approximately 240 of the 272 grad- 
uates reunited at the High School for 
Senior Safari, a drug-and-alcohol-free 
party that broke up at 5 the next morn- 
ing. Senior Safari ended after the 
remaining classmates gathered in a 
circle and listened to the toast by class 
president Chris Sintros. 

“I don’t think there was a kid who 
was there who wasn’t moved by the 


“experience,” said Tim Thomas, ‘High 
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School principal. 

Members of the class of 1994 were 
led to their seats by Steven Andreadis, 
valedictorian, and Beth Segal, salutato- 
rian, to begin the graduation ceremo- 
ny. 

After Mr. Sintros offered the wel- 
come, Argelia Byers of the A Better 
Chance program, and Silvia Ceballos 
and Johanna Kujansuu, American 
Field Service students from Columbia 
and Finland respectively, spoke about 
the difficulties they encountered and 
then the happiness they found. 

“Eleven months ago when I arrived 
in the community of Andover I never 
realized the many challenges that 
would face me,” said Ms. Ceballos. “My 
AFS experience has afforded me a won- 
derful opportunity to be in touch with 
my inner feelings, to improve my rela- 
tionships with the people around me, 
and has taught me to accept people for 
who they are.” 

“When I first came to Andover, in

gist. Now, I’m clueless,” Ms. Kujansuu 
said to cheers. “Dozens of new and 
exciting ideas are making a mess out of 
all my plans.” 

Ms. Byers received applause when 
she informed the crowd that she had 
managed to earn honors each of her 
four years at Andover. 

She said when she first arrived in 
Andover as a Spanish-speaking native 
Panamanian, she often “felt alone in a 
class made up of white faces,”: when 
her friends were not around. 

“Now, that lack of confidence and 
insecurity has gone away and.I see 
myself as a regular student just like 
anybody else,” said Ms. Byers. 

Joshua Marmer, class secretary- 
treasurer, presented Mr, Thomas with 
the class gift, a fax machine, and Mark 
McQuillan, superintendent of schools, 
invoked the image of D-Day, which had 
occurred 50 years to the day a their 
graduation. 

Dr. McQuillan said D-Day not only 
signaled the end of World War II, but it 
also showed the ingenuity of the Amer- 
ican people and opened the door to the 
future. 

“At a very young age, you have 
experienced already the conflicting 
emotions of grief and anger, the numb- 
ness of heart and soul that shakes our 
faith and threatens our optimism. You 
have voiced the unanswerable ques- 
tions, ‘Why?’ and ‘How, then, can we go 
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on?’” said Ms. Scanlon. 

Now, the class of 1994 will indeed 
move on. 

“We are fortunate enough to have 
been educated in an environment 
which developed and encouraged pre- 
cious talents in us all,”. said Chris 
Stamm, class essayist. “We must take 
from the classroom each of these tal- 
ents and seize every opportunity to put 
them to use.”

| xpectations are high for this 
fun-to-drive little car with the 
big huggable personality. Cre- 
ated and developed in ways daringly 
different from any new car in recent 
memory, the 1995 Plymouth and 
Dodge Neon is ready for its final test 
— winning customer acceptance. 

Strategically, Neon’s potential ben- 
efits to Chrysler include: 

¢ A vehicle with the quality, price, 
performance and styling that will 
enable the company to reach a new, 
larger group of small-car buyers. 

¢ A strong, entry-level vehicle for 
the fiercely-competitive subcompact 
car segment of the market that can be 
developed without a foreign partner. 

¢ A fuel-efficient car that will help 
Chrysler meet stringent corporate 
average fuel economy (CAFE) require- 
ments. 

Neon is sold through Dodge and 
Chrysler/Plymouth dealerships with 
only a surname difference — Plymouth 
Neon or Dodge Neon. The cars will be 
identical in all other respects. 

Robert P. Marcell, Chrysler Gener- 
al Manager-Small Car Platform Engi- 
neering, and one of the executives 
chiefly responsible for Neon’s develop- 
ment, confesses the external empha- 
sis on the car’s profitability has been 
distracting at times. 

However, Mr. Marcell remains con- 
fident the car will return a profit on 
Chrysler’s $1.3 billion investment, a 
figure believed to be well below recent 
competitive efforts to develop small

“A customer can probably get 
almost anything he or she wants on 
the car for between $11,000 to 
$12,000,” said Mr, Marcell. 

As for the car itself, Marcell is 
understandably upbeat and clearly 
confident his Small Car Platform 
Team has concocted just the right 
product formula to succeed in the hot- 
ly-contested U.S, small car market 
segment where 24 brands vie for the 
2 million units sold each year, 

“T don’t think we're going to disap- 
point people,” he predicted. “And I’d 
say that six months from now, if we 
hear from people that the car met 
their expectations, it won't be a sur- 
prise.” 

Neon’s formula for success is rooted 
in eliminating the negative aspects to 
small-car ownership as expressed by 
consumers in the reams of research 
compiled by the Small Car Platform 
Team’s product planning and market- 
ing members. 

“We took the three things people 
don’t like in small cars — the lack of 
safety features, scant interior room 
and not being fun to drive —- and we 
focused on them,” explained Mr. Mar- 
cell. 

“We said those are the three things 
we're going to resolve; those points of 
dissatisfaction.”

The 1994 Lumina Minivan has a 
new rounder front-end appearance 
and introduces an automatic power 
sliding side door option among a host 
of new features which even includes

Last year thousands of visitors to 
Orlando, Fla., drove away from the 
airport in rental cars that literally 
told them where to go and how to get 
there. 

The drivers took part in a one-year 
experiment called Travtek. Recruited 
mostly by the American Automobile 
Association, they rented new Oldsmo- 
bile Toronados from Avis. These 100 
cars were equipped with computer- 
ized “in-vehicle navigation systems” 
that included computer maps and 
detailed instructions to every street 
address and significant destination in 
the area. 

At the airport, after an attendant 
briefed the driver on how to use 
Travtek, the system showed an ani- 
mated map advising what route to 
take. The map appeared on a TV-like 
monitor built into the dashboard. The 
system also gave audible instructions 
by means of a machine-generated 
voice. The city of Orlando operated a 


Registry approves new vision 


The Massachusetts Registry of 
Motor Vehicles recently approved a 
new vision standards policy that 
allows people with some vision limita- 
tions to drive during daylight hours.

The Orlando TravTek experiment 
was a rousing success. Public and pri- 
vate partners worked together to give 
the public a taste of a futuristic sys- 
tem and the comments of those who 
drove the cars, overwhelmingly posi- 
tive, are being evaluated to perfect 
the elements of the system. 

In-vehicle navigation systems were 
first tested in the United States in a 
small California program called 
Pathfinder. Chicago is now launching 
a test called ADVANCE. This huge 
program will involve up to 5,000 vehi- 
cles. If ADVANCE proves successful, 
Chicago authorities expect to continue 
and expand it as part of the Windy 
City’s ongoing traffic management 
program. 

In-vehicle navigation systems are 
just one of the many types of intelli- 
gent vehicle-highway systems, IVHS, 
being developed and deployed across

Unlocking the mystery of antilock brakes 


pe) a stopper for many car 
It S shoppers: hearing that an 
4; bh automobile comes with 
antilock brakes. Many consumers 
don’t really know how they work, how 
to keep them working or why it’s so 
important that they do. 

But Pat Lazzaro, a race car driver 
and certified mechanic who serves as 
advisor to Firestone Tire and Service 
Centers, does. 

Antilock brake systems, also : 
known as ABS, offer the safety bene- 
fit of improved stopping ability. 

“Antilock brake systems use com- 
puters and motion sensors to help a 
vehicle stop without skidding,” Ms. 
Lazzaro said. “When a driver steps on 
the brake pedal, the ABS computer 
activates rapid on-off pumping of the 
brakes to stop the vehicles.” 

With conventional brakes, pads are 
pressed against a disc or drum as you 
press the brake pedal, often causing 
the wheels to “lock.” This can make 
the vehicle skid out of control. 

Ms. Lazzaro said antilock brake 
systems have more components than 
conventional braking systems. 
Because the system is more complex, 
greater attention must be paid to 
maintenance, particularly replace- 
ment of the system’s hydraulic brake 
fluid, which keeps the computerized 
braking modulators working properly. 

“It’s important to follow the 
instructions in your vehicle’s owner’s 
manual,” said Ms. Lazzaro. 

“Maintenance varies with models 
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and manufacturers: do what the own- 
er’s manual recommends to ensure 
the brakes are maintained properly.” 

Another factor affecting antilock 
braking system performance is tire 
diameter. 

“When replacing the tires on a 
vehicle equipped with ABS, the out- 
side diameter of the replacement tires 
must match that of the original equip- 
ment tires. If it doesn’t, the antilock 


_braking system may activate unex- 


pectedly at some speeds. This hap- 
pens because the ABS computer is 
programmed to analyze data from a 
certain size tire on a certain vehicle. 
If the outside diameter of the tire is 
changed, the computer won’t know 
that, affecting its performance.” 


Here are some commonly asked 
questions about ABS: 

Q. Is ABS always active? 

A. ABS is always available, but not 
always activated. The system is acti- 
vated only when the brake pedal is 
applied and the electronic control unit 
detects an impending wheel lock con- 
dition. 

Q. What activates ABS? 

A. When the driver applies the 
brakes, the electronic control unit 
monitors wheel speed sensor informa- 
tion. According to staff members at 
General Motors, now nearing comple- 
tion of vigorous Anti-Lock Brake Sys- 
tem phase-in program, if the electron- 
ic control unit determines a wheel is 
approaching lockup, the computer sig- 
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nals the hydraulic modulator. It 
reduces, then re-applies, brake pres- 
sure several times a second as 
required. This precision modulation 
continues as long as the driver main- 
tains adequate pressure on the brake 
pedal. 


Q. How does a person use ABS? 

A. Depress and hold the pedal. Do 
not pump brakes (that prevents the 
system from working). Just hold the 
brake pedal down and let ABS work. 
A person may feel the brake pedal 
vibrate or may notice some noise, but 
this is normal as the system works. 


Q. Does ABS reduce stopping 
distance? 

A. Yes, ABS provides shorter con- 
trolled stopping distances than most 
drivers can achieve without ABS. The 
amount of improvement in stopping 
distance depends on many factors, 
including the road surface, severity of 
braking, initial vehicle speed, etc. The 
important capability of ABS is con- 
trol. ABS provides improved vehicle 
steerability and stability when brak- 
ing. On some surfaces, such as gravel 
roads, braking distances can be 
longer, but you will still have the con- 
trol benefits of ABS. 


Q. Do insurance companies 
give a discount for ABS? 

A. Yes, many insurance companies 
give discounts that range from 5 per- 
cent to 10 percent.

his is a puzzler about a near- 

fatal automobile accident. 

Can you diagnose what might 

have been done to prevent it? 

Louis G., a sound technician, driv- 

ing home after a long day’s work, 
slipped his favorite cassette in the 
tape deck. His attention was distract- 
ed just long enough to drift off the 


» pavement onto the shoulder. He hit a 


rough spot and his van bounced out of 
control. Because Louis’ seat belt was 
unfastened, his head hit the ceiling. 

Before he could regain control, he 
hit a concrete overpass abutment. The 
impact totaled his van and nearly 
killed Louis. 

The accident was attributed to 
“driver inattention.” 

Question: What be sides “inatten- 
tion” might have contributed to the 
accident? 

Answer: Mechanical evaluation of 
the wreckage might have revealed an 
important contributing factor: The 
vehicle had weak shock absorbers and 
loose steering linkage. 

Many accidents caused by excessive 
speed, driving under the influence, 
brake failure or some other single fac- 
tor more accurately might be attribut- 
ed to a combination of conditions. In 
Louis’ case, a mechanical defect. 

A more “forgiving” vehicle is one 


Shocks and struts 


which the integrity of all mechanical 
systems helps the driver avoid, rather 
than create, an emergency. 

Louis’ van lacked ride control. 
Weak shock absorbers caused exag- 
gerated bouncing when he hit the 
bump on the shoulder. Further, loose 
steering linkage may have been a fac- 
tor in his drifting too far to the right. 

Whether the vehicle is equipped 
with shock absorbers or struts (part of 
the suspension system with a shock 
absorber built in), says the Car Care 
Council, these components play a vital 
safety role of any car, truck or van. In 
addition to allowing loss of control on 
a rough surface, weak shocks and 
struts allow a vehicle to lose contact 
with the road, can cause roll or sway 
on turns, front-end dive when braking 
and rear-end squat when accelerating. 

Additional signs of worn shocks 
and struts are revealed in an under- 
car inspection, the most common 
being fluid leaking from the part. 

Other symptoms, along with more 
information on ride control, are 
included in a new pamphlet available 
without charge from the Car Care 
Council.

Precautions make 


People should take a few precau- 
tions before setting out on a vacation 
trip by car, advises Lowell Beck, pres- 
ident of the National Association of 
Independent Insurers (NAII). 

First of all, be sure the car is in 
excellent running order mechanically, 
he said. This includes having good 
tires, engine belts and hoses. Other 
tips that Mr. Beck suggests are: 

° Get a large “Call Police” sign to 
put in the back window in case of a 
breakdown on the highway. 

¢ Keep a first aid kit, a flashlight 
and a few basic tools in the car at all 
times. Flares could be helpful as well. 

¢ Renting a mobile phone could be 
a wise investment and add immeasur- 
ably to a person’s peace of mind. 

Once under way, Mr. Beck says 
people should make it a point to: 

¢ Get plenty of sleep and stop fre- 
quently to stretch legs. Never drive if 
drowsy. Ideally, have at least one oth- 
er person along who can take turns 
driving. 

© Never pull over on the shoulder 
of a highway to sleep. Don’t sleep at a 
rest stop. In fact, don’t even use a rest 
stop unless there are several cars pre- 
sent. 

¢ Never let the gas tank get less 
than one-fourth full on an open high- 
way or in unfamiliar territory. 

e Wait for a uniformed police offi- 
cer in a marked car in the event of a 
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‘vacations happier 


breakdown. Ask him or her to call a 
reputable towing service to assist. 

¢ Never wander around strange 
streets away from major thorough- 
fares. And don’t make it obvious that 
you are lost and/or are studying a 
map in perplexity. 

Driving is an excellent way for a 
family to see some of the wonderful 
sights of our country together, Mr. 
Beck noted. But taking these precau- 
tions will make it more enjoyable and 
safer, he said.

* Properly dispose of used motor 
oil, antifreeze/coolant and old batter- 
ies.

Shut off 
the engine while waiting for friends 
and family. 

* Remove excess items from the 
vehicle. Less weight means better 
mileage. Store luggage/cargo in the 
trunk rather than on the roof to 
reduce air drag. 

* Plan trips. Consolidate daily 
errands to eliminate unnecessary 
driving.
